We had a good call with DEC at the Gene Leff/ Bob Schick level today. {A few DOH reps were also on the call, not 
including Nathan Graber, but didn't say much). Gene and Bob were receptive to our proposal to split the Hoosick Falls 
Superfund work, at least initially, with EPA taking lead for the McCaffrey St. site and DEC taking the lead for sources 
outside ofthat facility as well as alternate drinking water. But Gene emphasized that the final decision will be made by 
others. We all recognized that, even with this split, we will need to work together closely to share information as we 
work to characterize the aquifer and the contamination sources and movement, and that further adjustments in the 
lead role{s) and work sharing may will be needed as the investigation progresses. We also indicated that we would take 
an "enforcement first" approach to get the responsible parties to conduct and pay for the RI/FS.
